The other p risoner threw the 
other m arshal against the front 
door and grabbed for his re ­ 
v olv er, which fired fiv e times, 
once into the front tire, as the 
two men stru ggled for the gu n. 
As the m arshals and p rison­ 
ers stru ggled with each other, 
the car continu ed on for less 
than a block , hitting sev eral 
other em p ty p ark ed cars before 
crashing into one and halting.

The suit, filed in the U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court here, contends the 6- 
per-cent increase in the support 
price has resulted in a climb of 
up to 4 per cent in consumer 
prices for dairy products. Na­ 
der said the support-pricc hike 
will cost the federal govern­ 
m ent an extra $126 million this 
fiscal year. 
The suit grows out of the Ag­ 
riculture 
Departm ent’s 
action 
last March 25 that raised the 
milk support price from $4.66 to 
$4.93 per hundredweight. 
That means the government 
guarantees a farm er will be 
paid $4.93 for IOO pounds of 
m anufacturing milk—the grade 
used for making cheese, butter 
and other products. If the farm ­ 
er cannot get more than $4.93 
on the open m arket, he sells to 
the government.

“ We teach communism with­ 
out advocating it,” said Vir­

which proposed the new course 
on Jan. IO. “ We teach revolu­ 
tion without advocating it. Why 
not teach birth control without 
advocating it?” 
The new course will include a 
section of 
“ Preparation 
for 
M arriage and Family Living.” 
While instructed not to urge us­ 
age of birth control devices, 
teachers 
will 
describe 
the 
methods which exist, and tell 
how they work. 
The program committee pro­ 
posed that “ the health curricu­ 
lum for seniors and some jun­ 
iors 
include 
a 
discussion of 
birth control as a means of con­ 
trolling the timing and-or size 
of a fam ily.”

Foreign Aid Chief Plans 


Reduction In Work Force 


WASHINGTON (AP) - For- 
eign-aid chief John A. Hannah 
plans to announce an agency 
reorganization 
which 
will in­ 
clude a goal of cutting m an­ 
power another 25 per cent. 
Hannah’s Global Agency for 
International Development al­ 
ready has shrunk nearly 30 per 
cent—more than any other m a­ 
jor U.S. overseas civilian agen­ 
cy—under the adm inistration’s 
program to cut back U.S. staffs 
abroad. 
From 
17,569 
in 
mid-1968, 
AID’s roll of U.S. and foreign 
workers was down to 12,957 by 
the start of this year. 
The 
further 
reduction, ex­ 
pected to be announced this 
week, is slated to apply mostly 
to overseas staffs, with AID 
handling more of its operations 
in its Washington headquarters. 
Authorities said the addition­ 
al one-quarter cut is designed 
to take place 
over the 
next 
couple of years or so and would 
be contingent on congressional 
passage of legislation to pro­ 
vide special incentives for re­ 
tirem ent of older AID employ­ 
es. 
The idea is to reduce the rolls 
through normal turnover such 
as 
retirem ents 
and 
resigna­ 
tions, rather than firing people. 
As 
one 
senior 
official 
ex­ 
plained: 
“We’ll need this legislation so 
we can get rid of deadwood 
without losing our best men. 
Under ‘reductions in force’ (the 
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usual 
seniority-based 
govern- 
ment-cutback procedure), you 
wind 
up keeping 
those 
who 
have been around longest and 
dropping the bright young fel­ 
lows.” 
Hannah’s reorganization, due 
to take effect Feb. I, would 
carry out internally some of the 
major revamping of the for- 
eign-aid structure which Presi­ 
dent Nixon proposed to Con­ 
gress last year. The legislators 
failed to act on Nixon’s propos­ 
als and are unlikely to do so 
this election year. 
Under the Nixon blueprint, 
the massive aid programs be­ 
gun after World War II would 
be split up along security, eco- 
nomic-development and hum a­ 
nitarian lines and AID would be 
done away with in favor of new 
agencies.
